Leaving Small Children 
Alone At Home 


Commenting on the death or a small 
child in a recent Edmonton fire, Coroner 
Dr. M. M. Cantor gave a serious warning to 
those installing heating equipment in their 
homes. The greatest care must be taken, 
Dr. Cantor said, to ensure there is no danger 
from faulty installation. 

In this case no blame could be charged 
to either the parents or others in the child’s 
death, but there are cases where thoughtless 
parents go out for various reasons and 
leave very small children in the house un- 
guarded. These are the cases where some 
action should be taken in the interest of the 
children to secure protection and compel 
careless parents to shoulder the blame if 
anything happens to their children when left 
alone. 

It is hard to understand how parents 
with even a spark of natural love for their 
children can leave their young lives in 
jeopardy, as some do. There have been far 
too many cases of this kind in the recent 
past. 

When Wets Get Dry 

For seven long and thirsty weeks patrons 
of Vancouver beer parlors were going about 
with their tongues hanging out, much like 
racing dogs after a run. The employees of 
the West Coast Breweries were on strike, 
and, notwithstanding the stocking up of sup- 
plies before the strike, inability of the drink- 
ers to conserve their reserves resulted in 
the city of Vancouver being a very dry place 
for wets to live in. 

It would be a useful piece of work if the 
B.c. Government or the Temperance Socie- 
ties, or even the Brewers, would authorize 
and pay for an independent survey to deter- 
mine the economic, sociological and public 
health results of a prolonged drought of this 
nature.

47,000 rental units which were 
under federal rental control or- 
ders and regulations. New build- 
ings, decontroMed rental units, 
and accommodation vacated on or 
after April 80, did not come under 
the provisions of the Rental Con- 
trol Act. 


In administering controlled 
rents, the board allows no in- 
crease over the existing maxi- 


mum controlled rental without its 
permission or the reaching of an 
agreement by landlord and ten- 
ant. All agreements reached on 
changes in controlled rents must 
be sent to the board, even though 
the board is not called in as an 
intermediary. 

If tenant and landiord ure un- 
able to agree on a mutually satis- 
factory rent, the, dispute is re- 
ferred to the board, which then 
takes on the role of a conciliator, 
hearing the cases of each party 
in full and giving, impartial advice 
in the hope of both parties reach- 
ing an agreement, If this method 
fails, the board becomes an arbi- 
trator. . An inspector-appraiser is 
sent out to appraise and make a 
report on the premises, his report, 
together with the evidence pre- 
sented at the hearing, 1s studied 
by the board which, then renders 
its decision.
